Tbe amount paid officers for their ser, 


vices is larger than reported. The treas- 
urer was paid $10 for his salary and in 
addition to this received f 14.45 
for collect- 


ing and work transferring names. The 
$16 reported as paid G. St. Bemis for ser- 
vices was in part court expenses. James 
Pike as bailiff' and water commissioner 
received $10 eatery aud an cnditional 
amount at various times of $69.71. The 
report states "labor a:.d cash paid," so 
part of this amount at least should be 
counted as services. We do not claim 
this would make auy difference with the 
final footings, but it may serve to explain 
why some of the officers bills seem light 
while others might seem large. 


The report also shows a decrease of 


debt, but after paying the firemen their 
wages as the village voted—which has not 
been done—there would appear an in- 
crease of about $10 in the indebtedness. 
But even after doing this we think the 
village has done well the past year. The 
new sewer is completed and has been paid 
for without raising- any tax aside from 
the highway tax voted by the town. To 
be sure our streets have not had quite the 
usual attention, but this can be remedied 
another year.
